There is again u gentle agitation of the project, which has often been mooted, for the 
annexation of Canada to the United States. 

A recent paper, by 4 noted French writer, places the number of lives already lost 
through the Panama canal, at forty thousand! 

The United States Government refuses to any longer recognize Lord Sackville as re- 
presentative of the British Government at Washington. 

A New York telegram states that thirteen whalers, having on board 500 souls, are 
icebound in longitude 174°0 W., latitude 74 1 N., and that their position is hopeless. 
The average watch is composed of 175 different pieces, comprising upwards of 2,400 
separate and distinct operations in its manufacture. The balance has 18,000 beats or 
vibrations per hour, 12,960,080 in thirty days, 157,680,000 in one year; it travels 1 43-100 
inches with each vibration, which is equal to 94 miles in twenty-four hours, 2924 miles in 
thirty days, or 3,5583 miles in one year.

As far as we are 
concerned, we are not educated to deceive mankind, but we have the truth, 
and we know it. It has pleased our heavenly Father to call us to the work 
of the ministry, and, having a very simple message to the people, it does not 
require wonderful scholastic attainments to deliver it. We seek for the des- 
cendants of Jacob, the House of Israel one of a city and two of a family” 
—and the honest-hearted among the Gentiles who want the kingdom of God 
and His will to be done on earth as in heaven. We know “the Lord’s hand 
is not shortened, that it cannot save; neither his ear heavy, that it cannot 
hear,” because we have proven this in our experience, and so we do not get 
discouraged.

The Christian(t) Herald lately took unto itself the glory of having caused a 
stagnation in the progress of “Mormonism,” by publishing the Stenhouse 
vindictive anti - Mormon” production, entitled “Escaped from the Mormons,” 
a book that has been circulated in the United States, and, no doubt, caused 
many of Jacob’s descendants to inquire for themselves. People who reject 
the Gospel in consequence of reading that book, are not ordained unto eter- 
nal life, and never would have obeyed even if they bad not read it. Any 
sane person can readily discover that the book was written against the Saints. 
Nothiog can be done against the truth, but for the truth. The Lord causes 
the wrath of man to praise Him, and will sweep away “the refuge of lies.”

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etc, ; also a book showing the number 
of volumes and condition of records, 
date of commencement of record, &. 

Each individual making a research 
in the Register Office is required to 
state, by writing in a book kept for 
that purpose, the kind of search he 
wishes to make, and also give his 
name and address, stating the date on 
which the search commenced.

(Summarized from Territorial Papers.) 


A cauliflower 46 inches in diameter was displayed among the Utah produc- 
tions. 

Utah potatoes, the finest in the world, are selling in Salt Lake City at 
25 cents per bushel, or less than one farthing per pound. 


Hon. John T. Caine, who has so long and so well represented the people of 
Utah in the United States Congress, has been again nominated to occupy that 
responsible office. 


Among some very fine specimens of apples exhibited in Salt Lake City 
lately, was one that weighed one pound four ounces, and measured one foot 
two inches in circumference. 


There is on exhibition in Sioux City, Iowa, a fine collection of Utah 
potatoes, fruits, eto, which is exciting the admiration and open-mouthed 
wonder of the people of that State, 

The canyons are veritable things of beauty at present ; gray, green, scarlet, 
amber, and brown mingling harmoniously and, to the unsophisticated eye, 
forming a picture not to be excelled. . 

Every little while the newspaper scribblers start the story anew that the 
Mormons are all going to leave Utah and go to Mexico, or somewhere else. 
It seems necessary to again reiterate what we have often said, that the Latter- 
day Saints are perfectly well satisfied with Utah, and they intend to remain 
there. 


In the Supreme Court of Utah Territory, a decision has been rendered 
which releases the Temple Block, and buildings thereon, from the custody of 
the United States Receiver. It is also decreed that he retain possession of 
the Tithing Offices, President’s House, Historian Office, and other property ; 
but this part of the Court proceedings will be contested in the Supreme 
Court of the United States.
